CORN CHAMPION OUT FOR NEW RECORD 
Ira Marshall Tells How He Grows Corn 


Not content with having shattered all 
world’s records in corn production by grow' 
ing 1601 bushels on a lO^acre tract, Ira. C. 
Marshall, prominent Hardin County, Ohio, 
farmer and hailed the champion corn grow- 
er of all times, is attempting this season to 
break his own record. 

“Attaining the unusual yield was not 
luck but the result of many years of hard 
work, experimenting and study”, declared 
Mrs.' Marshall who too is sharing the 
honors with her husband. 

In 1922 Mr. Marshall began to adopt 
himself to conditions with the idea of 
growing more corn on his land if possible. 
Previous to that time he had farmed onions. 
At that time he was using a 3 foot 6 plant- 
er but is at present employing a 3 foot 2 
planter, although still carrying the same a- 
mount of plants to the hill. The hill drop 
planter is the type that was employed in 
setting the new world’s record last year. 
Four or five grains were planted to the hill 


and practically every hill had from four to 
five stalks at maturity. 

This corn was cultivated four times 
and the land had been for seven years al- 
falfa sod before it was turned over to corn. 
Mr. Marshall found that plowing to a 
depth of Pinches proved more advantageous 
than the shallower plowing that had been 
pursued in the past. The land was culti- 
vated deep the first time and shallow each 
succeeding time by the two row cultiva- 
tor. 

In making his new try this year Mar' 
shall announces that he plowed from ten 
to ten and one-half inches deep. 

Two hundred pounds of 20 per cent 
acid phosphate was applied to the land to- 
gether with the application of manure and 
the discing of same. Efficiency brought to 
corn raising by Mr. Marshall is evidenced 
by the fact that it took 30 acres of corn to 
fill his silo the first year where only 10 or 
11 are required now. 


WEEDS COSTING 

PENNSYLVANIA 

IMMENSE SUM 

Weeds cost Pennsylvanians about 
$32,000,000 annually. Dr. E. M. Gress, 
state botanist is authority for this state- 
ment basing his estimate on a loss of $2 on 
each of the approximately 16,000,000 acres 
of tillable land in the state. 

Dr. Gress said that much of this loss 
could be overcome if farmers would plant 
good, clean seed and to that end he is 
planning an educational campaign which is 
to be carried into the rural sections. His 
activities are to be directed specifically to- 
ward the elimination of Canada Thistle, 
horse nettle, quack grass and garlic, which 
he classes as the most noxious of all weeds 
growing in Pennsylvania. 

Citing as an example the manner in 
which weeds are spread he said that a sam^ 
pie of clover seed received from a farmer 
for analysis disclosed a weed content of 39 
per cent. Under a state law seedsmen are 
allowed a margin of three per cent foreign 
matter in seed, but the botanist declared, 
it is not unusual for commercial seed to run 
99 per cent pure. 

“Some farmers apparently hesitate to 
pay $20 to $25 a bushel for clover seed bc^ 
lieving that it is cheaper to buy from their 
neighbors,” Dr. Gress said. “It is cheaper 
if the cheaper seed testa practically free 
from weeds but costly if it does not, for 
the weeds will reduce the crop yield suffi- 
ciently to overcome the difference in the 
original cost of clover, timothy or alfalfa 
seed.”
